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REPORT  OP  OVERSEERS  OP  THE  POOR. 

The  ever  increasing  number  of  the  Town's  dependents,  is  year- 
ly making  more  arduous  the  duties  of  the  Overseers.  The  advanced 
cost  of  the  necessities  of  life  is  a  matter  of  serious  concern  to  the 
Board. 

Statute  law  and  the  law  of  humanity  demand  that  the  deserv- 
ing poor  be  comfortably  cared  for.  At  the  same  time  the  burdens 
of  taxation  must  not  be  unwarrantably  increased  by  the  too  lavish 
expenditures  of  this  or  any  other  department  of  the  town  govern- 
ment. 

Real  need  must  be  met  and  actual  suffering  mitigated  ;  but 
there  should  be  no  waste,  no  extravagance,  no  unnecessary  distribu- 
tion of  funds.  The  poor  must  be  helped— with  provisions,  if  actu- 
ally needed  ;  otherwise  with  well-seasoned  advice  as  to  the  correct 
manner  of  living  and  methods  of  economy.  To  this  end  it  is  requi- 
site in  the  Overseers  that  they  be  in  the  possession  of  kind  hearts 
and  wise  heads. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  greatly  assisted  in  our  work 
among  the  Outside  Poor  by  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Assoc- 
iated Charities,  without  which  the  expenditures  would  necessarily 
have  been  larger.  Whenever  there  have  been  new  applications  for 
assistance,  the  ladies  of  this  organization  have  made  investigations, 
and  we  have  been  guided  in  great  measure  by  their  report.  In  a 
number  of  instances  they  have  taken  the  case  entirely  off  our 
hands,  and  have  made  provision  to  meet  the  need  from    their  own

resources.  This  has  helped  to  save  money  for  the  Town.  At  our 
request,  they  have  investigated  a  number  of  continued  cases  and 
have  offered  wise  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  same.  They  have 
our  hearty  thanks.  The  good  work  of  the  Associated  Charities  is 
entitled  to  recognition  on  the  part  of  the  Town. 

In  the  above  connection,  we  would  be  remiss  in  our  duties  if 
we  failed  to  mention  the  valuable  service  rendered  by  Mr.  Lathrop, 
of  Beverly,  district  agent  of  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children  a^d  authority  for  the  prosecution  of  non-sup- 
port cases.  Mr.  Lathrop  and  the  Overseers  have  worked  together 
very  effectively  in  a  number  of  difficult  cases. 

The  passage  of  new  laws,  which  cannot  well  be  explained  here- 
in, are  giving  the   Overseers    no   little  anxiety,   as   they   will  un- 
doubtedly serve  to  thrust  upon  us  several  entirely   new   classes  of 
dependents,  which  may  considerably  increase  the   expenditures  of 
the  department. 

We  think  there  should  be  an  agent  appointed  by  the  Board, 
who  will  be  able  to  devote  sufficient  time  to  the  work  to  be  at  all 
times  and  closely  in  touch  with  the  situation,  sufficiently  providing 
for  the  needy,  and  at  the  same  time  protecting  the  Town's  interests 
as  fully  as  possible.  He  would  doubtless  be  able  to  save  much 
more  than  the  amount  of  his  salary.  We  ask  for  authority  to  make 
such  appointment. 

The  work  at  the  Farm  during  the  past  year,  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Superintendent  Gidney  and  supervision  of  Mr.  Wallace, 
has  been  conducted  with  fairly  satisfactory  results.  If  the  collec- 
tion of  garbage  had  not  been  added  to  this  department,  the  net 
expense  of  the  Farm  would  have  been  a  trifle  over  $1500,  as  against 
$3957  in  1911,  and  $2185  in  1912. 

The  total  expense  of  the  Farm  and  Garbage  departments 
together  has  been  $4220  31,  while  the  total  income  was  $2004.25, 
leaving  a  net  cost  of  $2216.06  for  the  combined  work.  The  average 
cost  per  inmate  in  1911  was  $12  63.  In  1912  it  dropped  to  $10.48. 
Last  year  it  was  still  further  reduced  to  $7.10,  which  is  most  cred- 
itable considering  that  the  expense  of  the  garbage  is  figured  with 
that  of  the  Farm. 

In  establishing  the  Garbage  Department  we  had  no  precedent 
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of  other  years  to  guide  U3,  but  were  compelled  to  blaze  a  pathway 
through  an  unexplored  wilderness.  Beginning  the  work  with  care 
and  proceeding  with  utmost  caution,  practicing  economy  within 
reason  everywhere,  we  found  it  necessary  to  expend  approximately 
$937.00  in  the  work  of  equipment  and  collection.  Beginning  the 
work  as  we  did  in  June,  having  but  three  hogs  to  start  with  and 
being  compelled  to  purchase  a  considerable  number  of  shoats,  we 
could  not  expect  to  have  a  large  stock  of  pork  ready  for  market 
before  the  close  of  the  year.  Our  sales  reached  the  amount  of 
$243.00. 

If  we  substract  the  expense  and  income  of  the  garbage  depart- 
ment from  that  of  the  Farm  and  Garbage  combined,  it  will  leave 
the  Farm  expense  at  $3283.31  and  the  income  at  $1761.25.  The  net 
cost  of  the  Farm  will  then  be  $1522.06,  and  the  average  expense 
per  inmate  $4  88  which  is  practically  one-third  the  cost  of  1911.  The 
Farm  finances  during  the  past  two  years  have  been  going  in  the 
right  direction  and  the  tax-payer  is  to  be  congratulated. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  keep  an  absolutely  seperate  account 
of  the  garbage  business,  because  the  work  is  greatly  intermingled 
with  that  of  the  farm,  but  the  totals  as  herein  quoted  are  sub- 
stantially correct. 

There  is  no  balance  on  hand  with  which  to  pay  the  garbage 
collection  expense  to  June  1st  to  complete  the  years  contract  with 
the  Board  of  Health,  but  the  sale  of  hogs  (of  which  there  are 
twenty-five)  during  that  period  will  more  than  cover  the  bill.  It  is 
true  that  the  amount  realized  in  this  way  is  income  and  therefore 
not  usable  by  the  Overseers,  but  the  expense  can  be  met  from  the 
Farm  and  garbage  appropriation  and  will  be  offset  by  the  sales  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  net  results  will  be  the  same. 

The  garbage  collection  business  is  a  new  enterprise  for  the 
Town,  and  many  people  do  not  as  yet  take  kindly  to  it.  Its  value 
as  a  health  measure  is  not  fully  understood  or  appreciated.  At 
first  there  were  many  who  raised  objections  to  giving  the  garbage 
to  the  Town,  desiring  that  their  friends  and  relatives  should  collect 
it  to  feed  their  own  stock  as  they  had  done  from  time  immemorial. 
It  required  much  persuasion  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Wallace  who  insti- 
tuted the  work  of  collection  to  induce  such   to   permit   the   Town 
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team  to  collect,  and  at  the  present  time  there  are  still  large  num- 
bers who  have  not  fallen  in  with  the  plan  of  the  Health  Deoartment 
in  this  respect.  It  requires  much  time  to  perfect  a  work  of  so 
great  importance.  If  those  who  give  their  garbage  to  the  Town 
would  keep  the  Recepticale  during  the  cold  weather  in  a  place  where 
the  contents  would  not  freeze  solidly,  it  would  greatly  assist  the 
collector. 

Certain  repairs  are  needed  upon  the  barn  at  the  Farm  and  will 
be  made  this  year,  provided  the  Town  gives  to  the  overseers  Depart- 
ment the  modest  appropriation  which  they  have  recommended. 
The  prospect  for  the  work  of  1914  is  very  bright  and  the  Overseers 
expect  to  be  able  to  make  a  still  better  report  at  its  close.

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  1913. 

In  its  last  annual  report  the  Board  called  attention  to  changes 
it  proposed  to  make  in  its  policy,  provided  the  Town  authorized 
these  changes.  The  Finance  Committee  recommended  the  approp- 
riation requested  and  the  Town  voted  it.  As  a  result,  the  new  policy 
which  the  Board  had  had  under  consideration  for  a  long  time,  was 
adopted.  It  involved  the  following  new  features,  and  went  into 
operation  June  1st,  1913. 

1.  Appointment  of  an  Agent  and  Sanitary  Inspector  to  de- 
vote his  full  time  to  the  work.  Mr.  Aaron  Lord  was  appointed 
Agent  and  Sanitary  Inspectcr. 

2.  Establishing  a  department  of  milk  inspection,  and  the 
appointment  of  a  Milk  Inspector  as  provided  by  Statute.  This  was 
done  after  consultation  with  the  State  Board  of  Health,  with  their 
advice  and  co-operation,  Mr.  George  W.  Smith  was  appointed  Milk 
Inspector. 

3.  Collection  of  swill  and  garbage.  This  has  been  done  by 
the  Farm  Department  through  a  contract  made  with  the  Overseers 
of  the  Poor.  This  contract  was  for  one  year  and  expires  May 
31st,  1914. 

4.  Tenement  House  Inspection. When  the  Tenement  House  Act 
was  under  discussion  at  thelast  annual  town  meeting  it  was  argued 
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by, (he  opponents  of  the  Act  that  the  Board  of  Health  had  full  pow- 
er to  do  the  things  for  which  that  Act  provided.  Waiving  the 
question  of  its  powers,  the  Board  adopted  the  suggestions  to  the 
extent  that  it  made  an  inspection  and  investigation  of  145  tene- 
ments. These  tenements  are  in  118  different  buildings.  They  in- 
clude all  the  tenements  of  the  Ipswich  Mills  Corporation  and  those 
of  a  number  of  private  owners.  The  Board  has  a  record  of  the  con- 
dition of  each  tenement  as  it  was  at  the  time  of  their  inspection. 
This  record  shows  the  names  of  owners  of  buildings,  the  name  of 
the  householder,  the  number  of  occupants,  the  number  of  rooms, 
the  number  of  sleeping  room,  the  number  of  beds,  the  cubic  air 
spaie  for  each  occupant  ;  whether  screened,  the  condition  of  walls, 
ceilings,  floors,  cellars,  water  closets  and  vaults,  water  supply, 
drainage  and  general  sanitary  conditions.  Many  of  these  tenements 
were  in  excellent  condition.  Some  were  fair,  some  were  bad,  and 
some  were  very  bad,  The  air  space  was  ample  in  most  instances, 
In  a  few  it  was  pretty  well  up  to  the  limit,  but  in  only  one  instance 
wa»  the  limit  exceeded,  and  in  that  instance  the  air  space  was  390 
cubic  feet  to  each  occupant,  400  cubic  feet  being  the  required 
space.  As  a  result  cf  that  investigation,  notices  were  sent  to  the 
owners  of  a  number  of  these  houses  making  suggestions  for  needed 
improvements.  Several  of  these  owners  complied  with  the  sugges- 
tions and  made  the  improvements.  These  investigations  were  made 
in  June  and  July  and  were  made  by  the  whole  Board.  Since  that 
time  the  agent  has  maintained  an  oversight  of  these  tenements, 
and  as  will  be  seen  by  his  report  has  found  other  places  in  other 
parts  of  the  town  where  he  has  persuaded  owners  to  make  the 
needed  improvements. 

The  whole  Board  inspected  the  barns  and  milk  rooms  of  all 
producers  of  milk  for  our  local  supply,  both  in  Ipswich  and  Rowley. 
The  detail  of  the  work  has  been  done  by  the  Milk  Inspector,  and 
attention  is  called  to  his  report.  Attention  is  also  called  to  the  re- 
port of  the  Inspector  of  Slaughtering, 

The  whole  number  of  diseases  reported  as  dangerous  to  the 
public  health  was  116,  the  same  number  as  last  year,  classified  as 
follows :

Last  year  there  were  22  cases  of  typhoid,  12  of  scarlet  fever, 
6  of  diphtheria. 

The  reduced  percentage  is  significant.  Typhoid  fever  being 
60%  less  than  in  1912 ;  and  just  here  is  shown  the  value  of  swill  col- 
lection and  milk  inspection,  these  two  factors  being  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board,  additional  safeguards  against  recognized  channels  of 
typhoid  infection. 

The  appearance  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  among  the 
Polish  people  necessitated  the  opening  of  the  contagious  hospital  in 
September.  The  hospital  was  kept  open  for  eleven  weeks,  the  cases 
being  under  the  care  of  the  town  physician.  This  is  the  first  time  that 
either  of  these  diseases  has  appeared  among  the  people  during  all 
the  years  of  their  residence  here,  and  the  Board  felt  that  stringent 
measures  of  isolation  were  necessary  in  order  to  prevent  an  epidem- 
ic While  somewhat  expensive  we  feel  that  the  result  was  justified, 
and  we  feel  sure  that  had  we  undertaken  to  handle  as  we  handle 
such  cases  among  English  speaking  people,  an  epidemic  of  one  or 
both  of  these  diseases  would  have  been  enevitable. 

Below  is  given  the  reports  of  the  Agent,  Milk  Inspector  and 
Inspector  of  Slaughtering. 

The  financial  statement  of  the  department  will  be  found 
under  departmental  reports,  the  balance  is  $2.10.  It  would  have 
been  $252.10  had  the  Farm  Department  been  paid  only  to  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year  under  its  contract  for  swill  collection.  Instead 
the  whole  amount  for  the  year's  contract,  $600,  was  journalized 
over  to  the  Farm  Department,  and  that  department  owes  this  de- 
partment service  under  that  contract  up  to  May  31st  of  the  present 
year.    This  department  did  not  know  of  the  transfer  until   after  it 
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had  been  made.     This  statement  is  made  as  an  explanation  and  not 

as  a  criticism.

AGENT'S  REPORT. 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  agent  of  the  Board  of  Health 
for  the  year  1913. 

In  the  refusal  at  the  annual  town  meeting  of  1913  of  the 
voters  to  accept  the  tenement  house  Act,  it  being  claimed  by  its 
opponents  that  the  Board  of  Health  had  ample  power  to  act  and  in 
obeyance  to  that  vote,  I,  as  agent  of  the  Board  have  endeavored  to 
do  something  toward  the  betterment  of  some  of  the  tenement 
houses  and  tenents.  The  owners  or  agents  of  nineteen  such  houses 
have  been  requested  or  ordered  to  make  general  repairs,  which  have 
been  done.  Three  of  these  houses  have  changed  owners  and  have 
been  reconstructed  throughout,  making  a  great  improvement. 
One  house  was  found  without  a  sink. 

The  number  of  tenement  houses  inspected,  thirty-five,  which 
does  not  include  the  houses  of  the  Ipswich  Mills  Corporation,  which 
was  made  by  the  Board  during  the  strike. 

I  have  also  cited  one  man  into  court  for  keeping  pigs  in  his 
cellar,  and  he  was  fined  for  same.

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REPORT  OF  MILK  INSPECTOR. 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  report  as  Milk  Inspector  for  the 
year  1913. 

This  being  a  new  departure  which  the  Board  of  Health  has 
had  in  mind  for  some  time,  it  was  deemed  advisable  that  some 
action  be  taken  looking  to  the  safeguarding  of  the  milk  supply, 
and  after  due  deliberation  the  board  decided  to  have  an  Inspector 
of  Milk,  and  on  May  1st  I  was  appointed  to  that  office. 

As  Milk  Inspector,  viewing  it  from  a  sanitaay  standpoint  and 
trying  to  eliminate  as  far  as  possible  all  causes  of  contamination,  I 
have  visited  and  inspected  several  times,  places  where  milk  is  pro- 
duced and  have  received  a  cordial  welcome  whenever  I  have  been 
and  suggestions  presented  have  been  complied  with  readily,  and  I 
therefore  feel  that  the  proper  remedy  for  clear,  wholesome  milk  is 
to  start  with  the  producer,  and  as  I  have  not  as  yet  received  any 
complaints  in  regard  to  milk  furnished,  it  would  seem  that  our 
milk  supply  was  well  safeguarded,  and  in  conclusion  I  wish  to  ex- 
tend to  the  milk  producers  of  Ipswich  and  the  surrounding  towns, 
who  furnish  same,  my  sincere  thanks  for  courtesy  shown.

The  large  increase  (from  $15.00  to  $22.00  per  thousand)  in 
the  rate  of  taxation  for  the  year  1913  was  due  to  the  following 
iauses : 

1.  The  loss  of  license  fees — the  net  loss  being  three-fourths 
of  the  entire  receipts. 

2.  The  decrease  of  receipts  from  the  State  on  account  of 
corporation  taxes.  At  present  the  books  show  a  gain  rather  than  a 
loss,  but  a  large  part  of  the  receipts  will  have  to  be  paid  back. 

3.  The  increase  of  the  State  tax. 

4.  The  increase  of  the  County  tax. 

5.  The  increase  of  Town  appropriations. 

These  appropi  iations  might  have  been  reduced  by  the  amt.  esti- 
mated receipts  from  several  departments,  as  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee intended.  Such  reduction  however,  is  left  by  law  to  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Assessors,  and  they  did  not  think  it  best  to  make  those 
reductions  in  the  first  year  of  the  new  system.  The  result  is  a  large 
cash  balance  at  the  end  of  the  financial  year,  and  less  need  for  hir- 
ing money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  for  the  year  to  come. 

6.  The  increase  of  "overlayings,"  which  can  only  be  used 
for  abatements  under  the  present  law.  This  amount  was  made 
larger  than  usual,  first  because  a  very  large  number  of  small  taxes 
had  to  be  cleared  off  the  books,  and  second  because  taxes  to  the 
amount  of  over  $2000.00  were  in  litigation. 

7.  The  decrease  in  total  valuation.

As  the  expense  of  the  Police  Department  for  thecurrent  year  is 
in  a  large  measure  responsible  for  much  of  the  increased  tax  rate  it 
may  not  be  out  of  place  in  my  report  as  Chief  of  this  department, 
briefly,  without  entering  into  the  merits  or  demerits  of  the  occasion 
which  caused  such  expense,  to  review  the  efforts  of  the  department 
to  meet  the  exigiencies  of  the  situation  that  confronted  the  Town 
during  the  industiial  disturbance  it  the  period  beginning  in  April 
and  continuing  until  July.     The   situation  was  a  new  one  and  of  no 
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little  magnitude  for  a  force  the  size  of  our  own.  Similar  disturb- 
ances were  either  in  progress  or  had  subsided  in  other  municipal- 
ities about  us.  In  some  cases  the  State  Militia  were  patrolling  the 
streets  to  maintain  law  and  order.  Appreciating  how  revolting 
this  last  expediency  is  to  the  public  conscience  and  with  a  full 
knowledge  of  the  alarm  and  notoriety  that  the  presence  of  the 
Militia  would  cause  to  the  public  peace,  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
ever  alive  to  the  situation,  immediately  caused  to  be  sworn  in  as 
special  police  officers  any  citizen  who  cared  to  serve  as  such,  and  in 
addition,  as  circumstances  required,  uniformed  officers  of  surround- 
ing towns  and  cities  were  employed  to  cooperate  with  our  own  de- 
partment, to  give  to  the  community  and  its  interests  the  protection 
it  rightfully  deserved.  This  could  not  be  done  without  expense, 
and  could  not  be  done  without  criticism.  Being  charged  as  chief 
of  the  department  with  the  direction  of  this  large  force,  and  being 
accountable  for  the  protection  of  the  life  and  property  of  the  com- 
munity, and  being  desirous  to  accord  to  all  citizens  their  just  rights, 
I  gave  exolicit  orders,  and  I  am  pleased  to  admit  such  orders  were 
obeyed,  that  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  as  assigned  that 
regard  should  be  given  at  all  tiT.es  to  the  rights  of  all  parties  to 
the  controversy.  As  the  basic  principle  of  our  government  is  law 
and  order,  my  orders  to  the  department  were  absolute  in  this  re- 
spect and  my  instructions  were  to  maintain  law  and  order  at  any 
cost. 

Whether  I  have  as  the  Chief  of  the  Police  Department,  and 
whether  the  men  who  faithfully  served  with  me  have  met  the  re- 
quirement is  not  for  me  to  say;  but  the  citizens'  attention  might  be 
called  to  the  many  expressions  of  approval  from  impartial  citizens 
and  press  alike.  If  you  would  conclude  that  law  and  order  was 
maintained  during  the  period  spoken  of,  the  expense  I  believe  to 
be  meagre  when  compared  with  the  final  account. 

Much  may  be  said  relative  to  the  expense  of  the  Police  Dept. 
but  when  the  whole  question  is  reduced  to  its  final  analysis, 
is  there  a  citizen  of  Ipswich  that  would  allow  the  question  of  dollar 
to  defeat  law  and  order  and  cause  disrespect  to  constituted  author- 
ity ?  With  the  absolute  right  of  500  citizens  to  persue  their  calling 
without  fear  or  violence  and  with  the  main  industry  of  the  Town 
with  its  right  to  do  business  and  desirous  of  giving  employment   to 
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those  who  desired  such,  would  any  citizen  for  a  question  of  dollars 
deny  to  those  citizens,  and  to  this  industry  spoken  of,  the  protection 
that  each  citizen  has  a  right  to  expect  and  which  we  would  demand 
if  our  own  rights  were  threatt-ned  ? 

I  offer  this  as  apart  of  the  report  of  the  doings  of  the  Police 
Department  and  as  a  partial  answer  to  some  of  the  criticism  that 
the  department  has  been  subjected  to. 

For  the  cooperation  of  all  law-abiding  citizens  during  this  criti- 
cal period  mention,  I  offer  my  heartfelt  thanks  and  the  thanks  of 
my  brother  officers  of  the  Ipswich  Police  Department. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  members  of  the  force,  as  a  rule,  have  shown  a  disposition 
to  obey  all  orders  and  conform  to  all  requests  made  of  them.  They 
have  displayed  promptness,  and  energy  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duty,  and  harmony  and  loyalty  exist  to  a  marked  degree.  I  feel 
deeply  thankful  to  them  for  this  improved  condition  of  affairs  in 
the  department. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  desire  to  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks 
to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  Judge  Charles  A.  Sayward, 
and  other  officials  of  the  Third  District  Court,  Town  Counsel  Edgar 
F.  Dupray,  and  all  others  who  have  in  any  way  assisted  in  promot- 
ing to  welfare  of  the  department.

This  department  is  fairly  well  equipped  with  the  exception 
of  Apothecaries'  and  Metric  weights,  which  will  probably  be  pur- 
chased this  year,  as  the  State  department  has  issued  an  order  that 
all  scales  and  weights  used  by  the  druggists  in  prescription  work 
must  be  tested  by  the  Sealer. 

It  is  important  that  the  Town  should  furnish  a  proper  room 
for  the  Sealer's  equipment  and  work.  The  standards  are  expensive 
and  should  be  kept  in  the  best  possible  condition,  in  order  to  guar- 
antee accuracy. 

The  field  of  the  sealer's  work  is  practically  unlimited.  He 
is  on  call  at  all  times.  His  office  is  to  protect  the  purchasing  public 
and  the  dealer  as  well.    A  Sealer's  aim  is  to  promote  a  sense  of  fair- 
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ness  between  him  who  sells  and  those  that  buy.  I  have  yet  to  find 
a  merchant  in  this  town  dishonest.  In  some  towns  sealers  are  more 
than  anxious  to  prosecute  on  the  mearest  pretext.  I  do  not  think  the 
number  of  prosecutions  indicate  the  efficiency  of  a  sealer  any  more 
than  the  number  of  arrests  indicate  the  efficiency  of  a  policeman. 
No  merchant  can  stay  in  business  and  be  dishonest. 

Every  housekeeper  should  have  a  scale  (that  has  been  tested 
by  the  sealer)  hanging  in  her  kitchen  so  she  may  make  test  weigh- 
ings of  her  purchases.  This  in  justice  to  the  dealer  as  well  as  the 
consumer.  We  quite  often  hear  a  person  say,  we  get  short  weight 
from  so  and  so's  store,  not  that  they  really  know  that  it  was  short 
weight,  as  they  have  never  even  weighed  the  article.  Now  this  is  an 
injustice  to  the  dealer  and  a  scale  in  the  kitchen  would  very  likely 
have  shown  the  article  to  have  been  honest  weight. 

The  State  department  has  issued  a  folder,  "Suggestions  to 
Housekeepers  and  Retail  Dealers,"  with  legal  weight  cards  attach- 
ed.    Your  sealer  will  supply  them  on  application. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Town    officials,   the  merchants  and  the 
general  public  for  their  generous  support  in  my  work.

TREASURER'S    NOTICE. 

The  Treasurer's  cash  balance  for  January  1913  as  shown  in 
the  report  for  that  year  was  $4734.91  for  the  regular  statement; 
Water  Department  $4231.82;  Electric  Light  Department  $1129.91; 
in  the  First  National  Bank  a  special  deposit  on  account  of  an  Insur- 
ance Fund  of  $3345.23. 

When  the  State  System  of  accounting  was  adopted  these 
amounts  were  combined  in  one  item  forming  a  cash  balance  of 
$13441.87  as  shown  in  this  year's  statement. 

The  cash  balance  of  $33212.17  at  the  close  of  this  year's  busi 
ness  includes  $2597.30  Electric  Light  balance;  $3220.19  Water 
balance;  $4108.51  Insurance  Fund;  and  $3550.32  that  must  be  re- 
funded to  the  State  because  of  an  overpayment  by  the  Tax  Com- 
missioner's Department  on  account  of  National  Bank  Tax,  leaving 
a  balance  of  $19735.85  from  which  must  be  deducted  the  following 
balances  belonging  to  special  appropriations:

$22303.66  the  difference  between  these  two  items,  viz.  $2696.34, 
should  be  deducted  from  the  above  balance  leaving  a  net  balance 
of  $1193*9.13. 
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Report  of  the  Selectmen. 

December  '  31,  1913,  closed  what  was  in  many  respects  the 
hardest  year  in  the  history  of  the  Town.  It  is  doubtful  if  any 
other  Board  of  Selectmen  ever  bad  so  many  difficulties  to  contend 
with,  so  many  responsibilities  to  bear. 

Through  no  negligence  or  other  fault  on  the  part  of  the  Select- 
men, a  large  amount  of  tax  on  personal  property  and  corporation 
holdings  was  lost.  The  Town  had  voted  no-license  and  the  loss  of 
license  fees  was  to  decrease  the  estimated  receipts  by  about  $4,500. 
These  items,  together  with  several  special  appropriations,  would 
bring  the  tax  rate,  it  was  readily  seen,  to  $19.  per$1000  ;  the  same 
being  an  increase  of  $4.  over  the  previous  year. This  was  in  nowise 
to  be  laid  at  the  door  of  the  Board,  but  was  the  result  of  circum- 
stances over  which  they  had  no  control. 

As  if  this  were  not  enough  in  the  way  of  difficulty,  a  strike 
was  inaguurated  in  the  month  of  April  at  the  Ipswich  Mills,  which 
continued  fourteen  long  weeks,  bringing  great  anxiety  to  the 
officials  and  the  townspeople  in  general.  The  Mill  is  the  industrial 
centre  of  the  Town,  and  anything  which  affects  the  prosperity  of 
the  corporation  affects  the  whole  body  politic.  The  Selectmen  were 
not  the  arbitors  between  corporation  and  employees  on  the  wage 
question,  but  it  was  their  duty  to  preserve  law  and  order  and  pro- 
tect life  and  property.  To  this  end  they  employed  a  sufficient 
number  of  effiicicient  officers,  with  the  result  that  prompt  action 
was  taken  at  every  critical  period,  and  at  no  time  did  the  control 
of  the  situation  slip  from  their  grasp.  Those  directly  interested  in 
the  outcome  have  not  failed  to  express  to  the  Board  their  complete 
satisfaction,  But  protection  is  a  commodity  the  same  as  any  tan- 
gible thing  and  must  be  compensated  for.  The  cost  of  the  work, 
about  $23,000,  may  seem  large  at  first  thought,   but  it  is  several 
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thousands  less  than  the  amount  spent  annually  for  schools,  is  not 
such  a  iarge  amount  over  the  tax  paid  by  the  corporation  in  1913, 
and  the  total  is  immasurably  under  the  cost  of  any  similar  trouble 
in  this  part  of  the  country.  $12,000  was  levied  last  year,  leaving  a 
note  of  $10  000  to  be  paid  for  in  1914.  Notwithstanding  the  latter 
circumstance,  it  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  a  subtantial  reduc- 
tion in  the  rate  this  year,  provided  the  appropriations  are  made 
with  this  desirable  object  in  view. 

The  work  of  oiling  the  highways  was  a  pronounced  success,  and 
was  much  appreciated  by  the  people  as  a  whole.     Th3   oil  not   only 
serves  to  lay  the  dust  bat  protects  the   surface   of  the   streets  as 
well.     The  cost  of  this  work  for  material  and   applying   was  about 
$417.,  and  the  length  of  roadway  covered,  four  miles,  the  oil   being 
applied  as  it  should  be  from  gutter  to  gutter.  It  must  be  understood 
that  the  Town  cannot  have  in  this  as  well  as  all  other  respects  any 
more  than  the  appropriation  can  buy.     We  have  recommended  for 
this  year  an  appropriation  of  $700.  which  we  think  will  be  sufficient 
to  oil  all  the  streets  within  a  reasonable  radius   of  Market  square. 
The  question  of  the  general  repair  of  the  Highways  is  one  of    most 
serious  import  and  is  giving    the    Selectmen    and   Superintendent 
much  concern.     It  is  an  easy  matter  for  the  "sidewalk  committee" 
and  others  to  make  sage  suggestions  and    even   to   find   fault  now 
now  and  then,  but  the  matter  of  the  real  remedy   and   its  applica- 
tion is  another  thing      We  are  short  of  material,   and   the  Town 
having  but  few  gravel  pits  and  those  located  many  times  at  long  dis- 
tances from  where  the  repairs  are  being  made.      It  cost   the   Town 
last  year  $1.67  a  load  to   mend   Argilla   Road.      This   part   of   the 
highway  is  in  very  poor  condition,  complaints  from  property   own- 
ers in   that   neighborhood  have   been  numerous   and   strong,   and 
others  of  our  drivers  of  teams,  trucks,  autos,  having  occasion  to  use 
the  road  to  the  Beach  have  pleaded  to  have  something  to   be  done. 
The  Selectmen  are  perfectly  willing  to  do  the  work,   they   have   no 
hesitation  in  saying  that  it  should  be  done,  they  have  recommended 
a  special  appropriation  of  $1000.  for  this    purpose.      We   have   re- 
commended a  like  amount  to  be  used  on  Topsfield  Road,  where  it  is 
certainly  required.  The  remainder  of  the  appropriation  recommend- 
ed is  to  be  used  for  general  work  and  if  possible  for  the  completion 
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of  High  Street  macadam  and  the  work  begun  last  year  at  Agawam 
Heights.  The  care  of  the  highways  is  incrsasing  each  year.  Heavy 
vehicles  of  many  kinds  are  becoming  more  numerous,  and  thf,se 
serve  to  destroy  in  a  brief  time  the  best  surface  ever  laid.  Thos° 
who  have  given  the  question  careful  thought  cannot  fail  to  under- 
stand the  serious  character  of  this  problem. 

On  primary  day  in  September  a  long  line  of  plaster  cornice  in 
the  vestibule  of  Town  Hall  fell  suddenly  and  without  warning  and 
with  great  force.  Any  person  standing  beneath  would  have  been 
instantly  killed.  This  cornice  had  been  stuck  on  the  wall  with 
nothing  to  hold  it  except  the  power  of  adhesion.  Also  the  roof  had 
leaked  and  large  patches  of  plaster  had  been  detached  from  the 
ceiling.  Taking  the  matter  instantly  in  hand,  the  Selectmen  had 
the  entire  walls  and  ceiling  examined  and  loosened  particles  remov- 
ed. The  state  inspector  coming  in  at  that  time  ordered  the 
whole  cornice  removed  in  the  audtorium  as  well  as  in  the  vestibule, 
and  this  was  replaced  with  moulding  of  wood,  and  all  further  dang- 
er eliminated.  The  inspector  also  ordered  that  the  seats  be  held  in 
place  by  floor  cleats,  so  that  in  case  of  a  panit  a  fush  for  the  door 
would  not  pile  up  the  seats  in  the  rear  of  the  hall  and  obstruct  egress. 
He  likewise  ordered  that  a  central  hand  rail  be  placed  on  the  front 
staircase  to  prevent  swaying  and  breaking  of  the  line  in  case  of  a 
rush  for  the  open.  Th's  was  done  at  considerable  cost,  the  inspect- 
or refusing  to  issue  a  license  for  the  hall  unless  his  orders  were 
complied  with.  The  slate  roof  needs  minor  repairs  and  the  hall  in- 
side should  be  painted.  The  belfry  could  be  dispensed  with,  as  it 
is  not  absolutely  needed  and  is  the  cause  of  frequent  leaks. 

The  police  room  at  the  hall  has  be?n  cleaned,  lockers  built 
for  the  officers,  proper  furniture  added,  and  the  place  is  now  a 
credit  to  the  Town.  For  the  first  time  in  history  so  far  as  we  are 
aware  system  has  heen  instituued  in  this  department,  and  the  men 
are  working  together  in  harmony.  This  speaks  volumes  in  the  way 
of  efficiency  and  means  much  better  service  and  greater  protection 
for  the  Town.  The  Chief  meets  his  officers  on  Monday,  Wednesday 
and  Thursday  of  each  week,  and  is  ready  to  entertain  visitors  or 
receive  complaints  on  these  occasions.  The  lockup  is  a  disgrace  to 
the  Town,  is  unsanitary,  and  has  been   condemned  several   times. 
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It  will  be  necessary  to  make  a  change  here  before  long.  The  detail 
of  an  officer  for  traffic  duty  in  Market  Square  was  a  much  needed 
innovation  and  assured  pedestrians  of  greater  safety  in  crossing  the 
street.  We  do  not  claim  that  the  work  was  perfect,  but  it  was  cer- 
tainly a  move  in  the  right  direction  and  accomplished  much  good. 
The  placing  of  two  officers  on  the  streets  all  night  is  much  apprec- 
iated by  shop-keepers  and  others.  A  larger  amount  patrol  duty  is 
being  done  in  the  Mill  district  than  heretofore  and  the  corporation 
is  generously  contributing  $60.  per  month  for  this  service. 

=  The  fire  alarm  system  is  reported  by  the  expert  who  has  ex- 
amined it  as  being  wrong  in  construction  and  as  having  fallen  into 
a  bad  state  of  repair,  so  much  so  that  any  person  attempting  to 
pull  in  an  alarm  when  the  conditions  are  right  would  be  electrocut- 
ed This  must  be  remidied  at  once,  or  the  Town  may  have  another 
suit  of  the  same  nature  to  defend.  Central  Fire  Station  also  need 
attention.  Conditions  exist  here  that  might  well  have  been  obviat- 
ed when  the  station  was  constructed. 

There    are    several  other  matters  to  which  the  attention  of  the 
Town  should  be  called,  but  the  same  will  be  dealt  with  in  the  coming 

Town  meeting.

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The  $4057  50  balance  of  outgo  over  income  is  the  amount  of 
money  charged  against  the  cost  of  lighting  the  streets  for  the  year 
1913  according  to  the  rule  laid  down  by  the  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
mission. During  the  larger  part  of  the  year  the  total  number  of 
street  lights  was  835.  There  were  755-16  candle  power  carbon 
lamps  and  80-40  Watt  Mazda  lamps  in  use.  Since  July  there  has 
been  installed  14  arc  lights.  As  the  new  lights  have  been  in  only  part 
of  the  year,  it  is  difficult  to  get  at  the  average  cost  for  mainte- 
nance of  those  14  new  lamps  for  the  year,  so  in  giving  the  average 
cost  I  will  not  include  those  lamps.  The  $4057  50  balance  divided 
by  835,  the  number  of  ordinary  street  lamps  gives  $4.85  as  the  cost 
of  lighting  each  street  lamp  for  the  year.  It  should  be  remember- 
ed that  the  only  money  from  the  Town  for  street  lighting  is  the 
interest  appropriation  and  the  depreciation  appropriation.  If  these 
two  charges  were  cut  out  the  result  for  1913  would  have  been  that 
the  streets  were  lighted  from  the  actual  earnings  of  the  depart- 
ment and  that  a  balance  of  $520.50  would  go  to  the  treasury. 

The  above  figures  show  that  Ipswich  is  getting  electric  street 
lighting  at  about  one  third  the  price  per  lamp  paid  by  places  where 
a  private  company  is  supplying  the  lighting.

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The  lecord  of  the  year  1913  is  one  of  success  so  far  as  the 
municipal  lighting  plant  is  concerned.  If  the  town  of  Ipswich  paid 
the  ordinary  price  paid  to  private  companies  for  the  same  number 
and  size  of  street  lights  that  we  have  in  Ipswich,  the  cost  to  the 
town  would  have  been  been  nearly  three  times  what  it  cost  this 
year  under  municipal  ownership. 

The  machinery  and  buildings  are  in  good  condition  and  the 
lines  have  been  greatly  improved  during  the  year. 

I  desire  to  point  out  the  necessity  of  the  appointment  of  an 
inspector  of  wires  and  poles.  With  St  R.  R.,  Telephone,  Tele- 
graph, Fire  Alarm  and  Electric  wires  in  our  streets,  and  the  danger 
arising  from  possible  connections,  it  is  advisable  that  there  should 
be  careful  and  intelligent  inspection.  The  inspector  urffler  the  law 
must  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  by  instruction  of  an  annual 
town  meeting.  1  do  not  believe  that  he  should  be  an  employee  of 
this  department,  for  he  should  be  free  to  compel  our  department 
to  act,  as  well  as  all  other  companies. 

Owing  to  difficulties  in  getting  at  what  a  fair  rate  for  power 
would  be,  until  after  a  trial,  no  set  rate  was  established  last  year. 
I  believe  that  a  rate  of  eight  cents  per  K.  W.  hour  for  power 
should  go  into  effect  from  Jan.  1,  1914,  and  so  recommend. 

Up  to  1913,  the  men  at  our  station  had  worked  seven  days  a 
week  and  for  nine  or  ten  hours  a  day.  The  earnings  of  the  plant 
warranted  a  change,  and  I  have  given  them  an  eight  hour  day  ard 
one  day  off  in  seven.  They  have  been  faithful  and  they  well 
deserved  these  shorter  hours,  which  have  been  given  without  re- 
duction of  pay. 

i  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  $1500  appropriated  each  year 
by  the  town  for  maintenance,  is  no  longer  needed,  and  the  appro- 
priation should  cease. 

While  the  calls  for  Sunday  service  were  not  numerous,  they 
were  persistent,  and  as  soon  as  proper  arrangements  were  made 
Sunday  service  was  given.  The  plant  now  runs  24  hours  a  day, 
seven  days  a  week. 

I  would  give  a  word  of  warning  to  the  public.  It  is  this. 
Regard  every  piece  of  wire  you  see  in  the  streets  as  dangerous. 
Do  not  handle  it.      Notify  the  proper  parties.     It  is  a  safe  rule. 
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The  selectmen  call  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  Fire 
Alarm  wires  in  their  report.  They,  or  their  appointees,  the  Engi- 
neers of  the  Fire  Department,  are  now,  and  always  have  been,  in 
full  charge  of  those  wires.  This  department  has  had  a  contract  to 
care  for  the  whistle  and  batteries  only.  The  present  board  of 
engineers  say  that  they  misunderstood  this  up  to  about  two  months 
ago.  If  so,  the  misunderstanding  was  theirs.  There  has  not  been 
any  misunderstanding  during  the  past  two  months,  at  least,  and  if 
the  wires  are  dangerous  it  is  no  longer  possible,  even  by  a  plea  of 
misunderstanding,  to  have  the  responsibility  directed  at  this  de- 
partment. 

Repairs,  if  any  were  necessary,  should  have  been  made  by  the 
Selectmen,  or  their  appointees,  the  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  me,  as  manager,  to  say  that  I  am  deeply 
indebted  to  my  fellow  commissioners  for  their  absolute  fairness 
and  their  willingness  to  do  everything  possible  to  keep  politics  and 
discord  out  of  this  department,  They  have  worked  hard  for  the 
welfare  of  the  town,  and  I  submit  that  the  record  of  this  depart- 
ment is  ample  proof  that  they  are  deserving  of  the  continued  con- 
fidence and  thanks  of  the  citizens.

The  Water  and  Municipal   Lighting  Commissioners  submit 

their  twentieth  annual  report,  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1913. 

WATER    DEPARTMENT. 

On  pages  4  to  16  inclusive,  will  be  found  a  detailed  account 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  department  for  the  year 
1913.  The  figures  given  show  a  healthy  and  substantial  growth, 
and  give  ample  evidence  of  the  great  success  of  this  public  utility 
established  after  a  hard  contest  twenty  years  ago. 

We  estimate  the  receipts  for  1914  to  be  $19,000.00,  and  the 
expenditures,  outside  of  new  lines,  Interest  $7480.00,  Sinking  Fund 
$4,146.45,  Maintenance  $5,000.00. 

During  the  past  three  years  we  have  paid  all  the  expenses  of 
the  department,  including  sinking  fund,  interest  and  maintenance 
from  the  earnings  of  the  department,  also  we  have  been  giving 
free  hydrant  service  to  the  Town,  We  are  able  to  continue  this 
course  this  year  and  we  do  not  ask  for  any  appropriation  from  the 
tax  money.

We  again  call  your  attention  to  the  rapid  strides  this  depart- 
ment has  made  in  ten  years,  and  to  the  fact  that  the  outlook  for 
the  future  is  for  an  ever  increasing  success.

I  also  have  examined  carefully  the  different  Securities  and 
Deposit  Rooks  which  comprise  the  Sinking  Fund  and  find  them 
correct,  making  the  total  Sinking  Fund  $73,305.87.

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GENERAL  REPORT. 


The  School  Committee  herewith  submits  to  the  cit- 
izens of  the  town  its  annual  report.  The  Committee 
presents  to  the  town  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  and  of  the  Special  Instructors  as  a  part  of  its  re- 
port, ratifying  the  suggestions  therein  made,  except  in  so 
far  as  the  Committee  may  herein  make  other  suggestions . 
It  may  be  that  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  and  of  the  Special  Instructors  may  be  sufficient 
without  any  special  report  of  the  Committee. 

There  have  been  some  changes  in  the  personel  of 
the  teaching  force  in  the  graded  schools  during  the  past 
year,  due  principally  to  the  fact  that    the  teachers  in  this 
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department  of  our  schools  were  able  to  command  more 
compensation  for  their  work  in  other  places.  This  acts 
to  the  detriment  of  our  schools  and  the  Committee  de- 
cided that  in  order  to  retain  efficient  teachers  it  was 
necessary  to  raise  the  salaries  of  the  graded  school 
teachers. 

Commencing  with  the  present  school  year  the 
salaries  of  the  teachers  in  the  graded  schools  in  the 
center  of  the  town  were  raised  to  a  minimum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  with  a  maximum  of  five 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($550.00)  excepting  in  some 
cases  of  principals  of  schools  whose  salaries  were  raised 
to  six  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  ($675.00)  and 
in  these  cases  a  question  of  a  further  adjustment,  if  any, 
was  postponed  until  the  time  for  the  election  of  teachers 
for  another  year. 

The  Committee  also  felt  that  there  should  be  a 
re-adjustment  of  salaries  of  the  assistant  teachers  in  the 
high  school  for  the  same  reason,  and  an  increase  was 
made  in  certain  instances  in  the  salaries  in  this  depart- 
ment of  the  teaching  force. 

By  paying  the  teachers  salaries  which  would 
average  well  with  those  paid  in  surrounding  towns, 
your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  services  of 
capable  teachers  will  be  retained,  and  competent 
teachers  may  be  secured  in  filling  vacancies  as  they  may 
occur. 


IPSWICH    SCHOOL    REPORT 


The  trustees  of  the  Manning  School  have  conveyed 
to  the  town  the  building  and  grounds  known  as  the 
Manning  High  School  and  High  School  grounds,  and 
this  valuable  property  is  now  the  property  of  the 
Inhabitants  of  Ipswich.  It  will  now  devolve  upon  the 
town  to  keep  this  property  in  repair  and  to  provide  for 
its  maintenance.  By  virtue  of  the  vote  of  the  trustees 

all  the  net  income  of  the  remaining  property  of  the 
trustees  is  to  be  turned  over  to  the  town  for  the  support 
of  this  school.  Your  Committee  is  unable  to  state  the 
exact  amount  of  this  income,  but  this  will  appear 
annually  in  the  report  of  said  trustees. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  to  the  town 
that  a  new  heating  plant  be  installed  in  this  building,  as 
the  present  plant  is  inadequate  to  properly  heat  the 
building.  The  amount  recommended    for    this    work 

will  be  found  in  the  financial  statement  of  the  Committee 
for  appropriations  for  the  coming  year. 

There  are  also  other  alterations  and  changes  that 
your  Committee  would  like  to  have  made  in  this 
building,  but  do  not  feel  that  the  town  should  incur 
extensive  expenditures  at  the  present  time. 

Your  Committee  has  made  some  considerable 
necessary  repairs,  and  installed  heating  plants,  in  some 
of  the  graded  schools  and  believes  that  all  these  school 
buildings  are  now  in  good  condition,  so  that  but  little 
work  will  be  necessary  thereon  this  year    and    probably 
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for  some  years  to  come.  Therefore  no  large  appropria- 
tions will  be  required  this  year  for  repairs.  Yet  no 
matter  how  carefully  your  Committee  may  plan, 
unlooked-for  damage  to  the  school  property  presents 
itself,  which  must  be  cared  for  and  must  be  repaired. 
We  trust  that  only  a  small  amount  will  be  necessary  to 
be  expended  this  year. 

The  time  is  rapidly  apnroaching  when  a  new 
school  building  must  necessarily  be  erected  in  the  center 
of  the  town  to  supplv  the  needs  of  the  school  depart- 
ment. We  wouM  recommend  that  the  town  consider 
the  purchase  of  land  and  the  erection  of  an  eight-room 
school  building  for  erraded  school  work.  The  teaching 
of  the  grades  would  be  more  beneficial  to  the  scholars 
and  the  care  of  such  building  more  economical  to  the 
town.  Some  of  the  smaller  schools  could  be  discontin- 
ued. We  trust  the  town  will  seriously  consider  this 
recommendation. 

Many  of  the  scholars  in  the  graded  schools  are 
hampered  in  their  advancement  because  of  the  inability 
of  their  associates  to  perform  an  equal  amount  of  work. 
In  many  places  certain  rooms  are  set  apart  in  which  to 
give  backward     pupils     individual     instruction.  Your 

Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  School  Department 
would  be  more  efficient  if  we  had  certain  rooms  that 
could  be  used  for  this  purpose,  and  trust  that  the  de- 
partment at  an  early  date  can  have    accommodations  for 
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this  work.  Scholars  would  be  admitted  to  such  rooms 
from  all  grades,  and  were  a  new  eight-room  building 
erected,  your  Committee  would  have  ample  room  for 
this  work. 

Your  Committee  has  made  all  endeavors  to  increase 
the  efficiency  of  your  schools.  While  we  do  not  claim 

that  they  are  perfect,  we  think  improvement  has  been 
shown  and  hope  to  further  increase  the  efficiency  of  our 
Department. 

The  Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Science  depart- 
ments have  aroused  enthusiasm  in  the  scholars,  and  your 
Committee  feel  that  these  departments  should  be  con- 
tinued and  so  recommend. 

We  ask  the  parents  to  visit  the  schools  and  show  in- 
terest in  the  school  department,  criticise  the  work  if  they 
will  and  make  recommendations  for  changes  to  the  Com- 
mittee wherever  deemed  necessary  or  advisable. 

The  Committee  would  welcome  the  citizens  at  their 
meeting  and  will  endeavor  to  carry  out  their  wishes.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Ipswich, 

Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith 
my  annual  report,  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1913. 

There  are  no  notable  events  to  record. 

1  renew  previous  recommendations.  As  before  I 

ask  that  new  desks  replace  the  old  desks  in  the  High 
School.  The  old  desks  have  been  in  use    since    1874 

and  many  of  them  were  used  for  grade  pupils  and  are 
too  small  for  older  pupils. 

!  also  ask  that  new  physical  and  chemical  laborato- 
ries be  provided  for  this  school. 
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I  also  recommend  that  the  town  build  an  eight 
room  modern  school-house.  This  would  contribute  to 

the  efficiency  of  the  graded  schools. 

I  believe  the  graded  schools  should  close  at  3:30 
p.  m. 

New  recommendations  follow. 

First:  That  at  least  one  more  teacher  be  provided 
for  the  High  School.  The  enrollment  is  one  hundred 
and  ninety-two  and  five  teachers  are  not  enough.  Book- 
keeping is  in  the  course  but  there  is  no  one  to  teach  it. 

Second:  That  a  school  be  opened  for  grade  pupils 
who  fail  of  promotion  and  therefore  need  special  atten- 
tion.    A  summer  school. 

I  also  recommend  that  a  new  set  of  readers  be  pur- 
chased for  the  grades,  and  that  apparatus  for  physical 
development  be  purchased  for  the  grade  schools  and 
instruction  in  physiology  be  made  more  efficient  by  the 
use  of  Gulick's  Hygiene  Series. 

The  excellence  of  the  exhibition  of  Drawing,  Pen- 
manship, Sewing,  Cooking  and  Manual  Training  is  an 
evidence  of  the  good  work  in  these  departments. 

The  Supervisor  of  Music  has  attended  to  his  duties 
with  the  usual  satisfactory  results.  Under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Tozer  the  pupils  contributed  much  food  for  dis- 
tribution among  Ipswich  families  for  Thanksgiving. 

In  this  Commonwealth  are  three  hundred  and  fifty- 
four  towns.         Of  these  two  hundred  and  sixty-five  rank 
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above  Ipswich  in  the  amount  appropriated    to    the    sup- 
port of  public  schools  for  each  $  1 000  of  valuation. 

There  is  much  to  commend  in  the  efforts  of  the 
teachers  and  school  officials  for  the  betterment  of  the 
schools.

In  accordance  with  your  request  I  submit  the 
following  report. 

With  a  few  exceptions  the  same  outline  of  work  has 
been  followed  as  was  used  last  year. 
The  plan  of  work  is  as  follows: 

January  and  February. 
Object  drawing  in  chalk,    crayon,    pencil    or    water 
color  according  to  subject  and  grade. 
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March  and  April. 

Freehand  printing,  pose  drawing  and  booklet  mak- 
ing, correlating  with  subjects  studied  in  geography. 

Study  of  birds  in  lower  grades  and  illustrations  of 
folk-lore. 

May  and  June. 
Study  of  spring  flowers  as  to  shape   and    color   and 
in  the  upper  grades  a  careful  study  of  formation  of  parts 
and  their  use  in  design. 

September  and  October. 
Nature  drawing.     Fall  fruits  and  flowers,    or    leaves 
in  their  autumn  coloring  and  in  connection  with    this  the 
study  of  color. 

November  and  December. 
Designing  of  useful  articles  and  the    construction  of 
the  same  from  paper,  cardboard,  cloth,  or    raffia   accord- 
ing to  grade. 

The  study  of  famous  pictures  was  resumed  this 
year,  taking  one  picture  every  two  months. 

The  pupils  seem  to  take  as  zealous  an  interest  in 
their  work  as  usual  and  results  show  effort  on  the  part 
of  nearly  every  one. 

The  work  in  the  High  School  is  as  good  as  can  be 
expected  under  the  present  conditions.  Forty-five  min- 
utes are  devoted  every  two  weeks  to  mechanical  draw- 
ing and  forty-five  minutes  every  week  to  freehand  draw- 
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ing.     If  we  could  have  a  special  room    for    drawing    and 
more  time,  we  could  accomplish  more. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
School  Board,  Superintendent  and  Teachers  for  their 
generous  support  and  co-operation.

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich: 

Gentlemen: 

1  hereby  submit  my  report  as  truant 
officer  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1913. 

86  complaints  from  school  teachers. 
5  complaints  from  citizens. 
1  complaint  from  school  committee. 

From  the  86  complaints  from  school  teachers  I  have 
returned  1 5  to  school. 

I  found  5  on  the  street  and  sent  them  to  school. 

I  sent  to  school  7  children  who  by  law  should  at- 
tend. 
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Three  cases  where  children  did  not  have  proper 
clothing  and  shoes  I  reported  to  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  and  to  the  teachers. 

From  my  experience  I  would  suggest  that  an  officer 
should  have  sufficient  pay  to  give  much  more  time  to  the 
work.  There  is  need  of  much  more  work  to  keep  in 
school  those  children  who  are  within  the  school  age. 

Some  days  ten  calls  have  been  made  and  for  the 
present  salary  of  $40.00  per  year  one  cannot  afford  to 
properly  attend  to  the  duties.

COOKING  AND  SEWING  REPORT, 


Mr.  John  P.  Marston, 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Dear  Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  request  I  submit 
the  following  report  of  the  work  in  cooking  and  sewing. 

A  slight  change  has  been  made  from  last  year's 
programme  in  the  amount  of  time  given  to  this  work. 
Instead  of  having  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  one 
period  weekly  for  each  subject  throughout  the  entire 
year,  it  was  decided,  as  the  boys  have  but  one  period  a 
week  for  manual  training,  to  give  the  girls  only  the  same 
amount  of  time.     As  a  result  of  this,    cooking    is    taught 
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one  half  of  the  year  and  sewing  the  remaining  half.  As 
before,  one  hour  each  week  is  devoted  to  sewing  in  the 
fifth  and  sixth  grades.  In  the  High  School  both  subjects 
are  optional  and  this  year  pupils  of  all  four  High  School 
classes  have  been  eligible. 

In  cooking  it  is  our  aim  to  train  each  girl  to  be  not 
only  a  good  cook  but  a  thorough  housekeeper.  The 
girls  are  responsible  for  the  order  of  the  building  and  the 
care  of  suoplies.  Simple  combinations  of  food  are  pre- 
pared and  served.  Our  regular  work  is  the  making  of 
bread,  rolls,  biscuits,  soups,  scalloped  dishes,  pastry, 
cake,  cookies,  desserts,  steamed,  baked,  gelatine  and  fro- 
zen, sweetened  and  unsweetened  sauces,  and  the  cook- 
ing of  cereals  and  vegetables.  This  year  in  addition 
some  preserving  has  been  done  and  we  hope  to  sell  the 
products  at  the  time  of  the  exhibition. 

The  aim  of  the  sewing  course  is  to  give  the  girls  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  all  the  common  stitches,  methods 
of  repairing  clothes  and  some  practice  in  simple  dress- 
making. The  first  year  is  spent  in  learning  and  apply- 
ing the  various  stitches.  A  sewing  bag,  which  brings 
in  nearly  all  of  the  simple  stitches,  is  the  first  article  to  be 
made,  and  after  that  the  children  are  allowed  to  choose 
from  a  given  list  their  work  for  the  rest  of  the  term. 
The  making  of  dolls'  clothes  in  the  lower  grades  has 
proven  to  be  of  great  interest  and  here  the  girls  get  their 
first  experience  with  paper  patterns.       In  this  work  more 
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especially  than  in  cooking  is  the  co-operation  of  the  pa- 
rents needed  and  it  is  of  great  assistance  to  both  pupils 
and  teacher. 

In  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  darning  and  patch- 
ing are  learned  and  simple  articles  of  clothing  are  made 
on  the  sewing  machine.  The  exhibition  in  the  town  hall 
last  year  gave  some  idea  of  the  great  variety  of  these 
articles  made. 

In  the  High  School  this  year  it  was  found  possible 
to  arrange  the  sewing  period  so  that  it  is  a  part  of  the 
regular  school  session  and  not  an  extra  afternoon  session 
as  is  necessary  in  cooking.  Work  in  this    class    varies 

greatly  according  to  the  previous  experience  of  the  pu- 
pil, some  having  had  much  outside  training  and  others 
none  whatever.  If  sewing  is  taken  up  during  the  four 
years  at  High  School  at  the  completion  of  the  course  the 
student  should  be  able  to  do  all  kinds  of  plain  sewing 
and  any  simple  dress-making. 

It  is  hoped  as  time  goes  on  that  cooking  and  sewing 
may  be  made  a  more  distinct  part  of  the  High  School 
course  and  graded  accordingly  as  is  done  in  many  of 
our  larger  towns.

The  course  of  study  in  school  music,  given  you  in 
my  last  annual  report,  has  not  been  changed. 

As  the  course  is  getting  more  familiar  to  the  chil- 
dren, I  find  them  more  interested  and  the  work  progres- 
sing satisfactorily. 

During  the  summer  vacation,  at  the  Burley  and  Win- 
throp  schools,  staves  were  painted  upon  the  boards  in 
each  of  the  rooms,  in  order  that   the    teacher    might    the 
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more  easily  demonstrate  the   principles    that    are    taught 
each  week. 

Might  I  suggest  that  the  same  be  done  in  every 
other  room  in  our  school  buildings? 

I  also  wish  that  our  eighth  grades  might  be  united 
in  Manning  Hall  for  at  least  one  lesson  each  week.  I 
know  the  results  would  be  better  than  at  present. 

And,  again,  that  some  arrangement  be  made  for  the 
coming  year,  whereby  either  a  chorus  or  glee-club  could 
be  formed  in  our  High  School. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you,  the 
committee  and  teachers,  who  have  so  greatly  assisted  me 
in  my  work  during  the  past  year.

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MANUAL  TRAINING  REPORT. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Dear  Sir: 

The  interest  shown  in  the  Manual  Train- 
ing School  this  year  is  very  gratifying  to  me.  The  class 
is  composed  of  boys  who  had  the  work  last  year,  and  the 
results  show  experience  in  the  use  of  tools,  some  show- 
ing marked  mechanical  ability. 

The  models  are  along  more  practical  lines,  and  are 
pieces  of  work  which  will  be  of  use  in  their  homes,  and 
also  in  their  play. 

I  have  four  senior  High  School  girls,  two  taking 
basketery,  and  two  woodwork.    Their  work  is  a  credit  to 
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them,  and  I  am  sure  it  will  interest  others  to  take  it  up 
the  coming  year.  This  is  the  first  year  basketery  has 
been  taught. 

I  wish  we  could  have  a  small  amount  of  machinery* 
which  would  give  the  older  boys  an  idea  of  more  prac- 
tical work.  We  have  room  for  one  lathe  and  a  band 
saw.  These  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  boys  taking 
a  college  course,  as  we  could  take  pattern  making,  wood- 
turning  and  a  little  machine  work.

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SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich, 
Gentlemen: 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  medical 
inspection  for  the  past  year  and  comparing  it  with  pre- 
vious years,  a  notable  improvement  is  manifest.  The 
work  of  the  various  teachers  has  instilled  into  the  minds 
of  the  pupils,  through  direct  instruction  and  suggestion, 
the  importance  of  self  hygiene,  and  its  effect  on  the  pu- 
pils has  been  marked.  The  parents  have  in  many  in- 
stances joined  in  this  work,  and  helped  greatly  to  bring 
it  up  to  its  present  standard.  Many  of  the  defects  due 
to  bad  teeth,  adenoids  and  enlarged    tonsils,    have   been 
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remedied  when  they  have  been  pointed  out  to  the  par- 
ents, and  in  many  instances  parents  have  had  these  cor- 
rections made  of  their  own  accord.  The  improvement 
along  these  lines  has  increased  greatly  during  the  past 
five  years,  and  I  believe  a  large  part  of  it  is  due  to  the 
knowledge  acquired  by  the  pupils  themselves,  who  in 
turn  have  impressed  it  upon  their  parents.  Children  are 
now  quick  to  recognize  bad  sanitary  conditions  which 
formerly  passed  unnoticed,  and  this  I  believe  portends 
well  for  the  future,  as  it  is  these  children  who  in  a  few 
years  are  to  be  responsible  for  the  health  conditions  of 
the  community. 

There  have  been  no  epidemics  or  other  sickness  to 
seriously  interfere  with  school  attendance  during  the  past 
year.

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A  law  was  passed  by  the  last  legislature  requiring 
a  new  examination  to  be  made  by  the  School  Physician 
of  all  minors  employed  in  certain  occupations.  This  en- 
tailed upon  the  School  Physician  as  well  as  on  the  Super- 
intendent, a  large  amount  of  extra  work,  and  accounts 
for  the  large  number  of  examinations  above  noted.
